Ungummed Defense Sheet 
Found By Linn’s Reader 


Jack Hoebel of Freeport, Tlin- 
ois, reports the finding of a sheet 
of the 2c Defense stamps, plate 
22701, lower left pane in which 
the gum is almost, missing from 
the sheet. The top row of stamps 
has gum only over the upper half 
of the first row of stamps. There is 
no more gum on tke sheet until 
we get down to the stamps in the 
eighth row. The gur- start: bout 
the middle of the eighth row and 
covers the lower part of this row 
and the last two rows of stamps 
in the sheet. 

Mr. Hoebel also reports that he 
found two sheets of the %c De- 
fense with part perf varieties in 
the sheet. Plate number 22697. 
lower left pane in which the un- 
perforated varieties are between 
the 9th and 10th vertical rows of 
stamps in the sheet. Starting with 
the lower right corner of the sheet, 
stamps- number 99 and_ 100 
the imperforate varieties appear in 
this manner, between 99 and 100 
there are two perforation holes 
while to the left of stamp number 
100 and between this stamp and 
the Electric Eye markings there 
are no perforations, The pair im- 
mediately above, number 89 and 
90 are without perforation be- 
tween, the next three pairs above 
this pair show one _ perforation 
hole only in each pair, 

As previously pointec. out, other 
sheets will show these unperfor- 
ated varieties in other positions, 
but all appear to be between the 
ninth and tenth vertical rows of 
left panes and between the first 
and second vertical rows of right 
panes. 

Paul H. Ocle“6f Fargo, N. Dak. 
reports finding the new lc Four 
Freedoms stamp with pairs show- 
ing only four perf holes between. 
Our own observation of stamps 
coming to our office show hori- 
zontal perforations, whole rows 
acrss sheets in which the paper 
is not punched out from the holes, 
indicating that the’ pins are in 
bad condition and _ unperforated 
varieties may occur. Watch for 
them,

Cere 
tainly these Officials in Washing- 
ton know whether they have been 
planning a new set of stamps, let 
them announce that fact. We will 
believe them, They also ‘knew 
whether they have been dickering 
with the American Bank Note 
Company with regard to produc- 
ing the set for them, Let them 
make an announcement and say 
yes or no and we will believe 
them, but words such as prepos- 
terous get no where in settling 
such well founded rumors as this 
one. 

It would be a very simple mat- 


ter, knowing the widespread 
interest of millions of people in 
our Nations Postage Stamps, for 
the Post Office Department to 


issue a weekly bulletin or state- 
r.ent of the activities, progress or 
plans of the Department with re- 
gard to stamp issues. There is no 
valid excuse for keeping any of 
this information a_ secret. As 
things are now it is just like the 
old shell game with a pea under 
one of the shells, or so you are 
supposed to believe, but you are 
tricked by the light fingered ope 
erator, who. knows there is no pea

No. 1 U.S. Stamp Collector 
Remembers Cuff-Link-Club 





Washington—Members of the 
“Cuff Link Club,’ that small 
group of long-standing friends 
who celebrate President Roose- 
velt’s birthdays with him at 
the White House, missed the 
event this year because the Chief 
Executive did not return from 
Casablanca until January 31, a 
day after his 6lst anniversary. 

But the President and Mrs, 
Roosevelt did not forget their co- 
celebrators. Along with regrets 
because the party had to be can- 
celled, members have _ received 
by mail, a novel memento which 
would have been presented in 
person had the party been held. 

It consists of a large white en- 
velope addressed to each mem. 
ber and encased in glass with 
black frame. It bears the Presi- 
dent’s autograph and four three- 
cent stamps beside as many can- 
cellation marks showing that 
the envelope passed through the 
following postoffices: 

President (Pa.) Jan, 1, Frank- 
lin (N. J.) Jan. 16, Delano (Pa.) 
Jan. 11 and Roosevelt (N. Y.) 
Jan. 4, 

The postal guide lists only one 
town named President but there 
are 28 Franklins, four Delanos 
and nine Roosevelts. The Delano 
in Pennsylvania was named after 
the President’s grandfather, War- 
ren Delano, who owned a_ coal 
mine in that vicinity. 

The “Cuff-Link Club” derived 
its name from gifts given by the 
President to the group of friends.

Raymond Romier of Appleton, 
Wisconsin submits a nice block of 
the 1c Defense stamp showing a 
nice cracked plzte which everyone 
can readily locate as it is the cor- 
ner stamp with the plate number 
attached, plate 22684 upper right 
pane. This will be the stamp with 
margin and number at right side 
of the stamp, a wide margin of 
from %th to % inch in width 
and with the togsmargin showing 
the wavy edge, not a straight cut 
top margin. In submitting this 
block Mr, Romier says it is the 
upper left pane, but he igs nistak- 
en in the position as the stamp 
from the upper left pane, but he 
is mistaken in the position as the 
stamp from the upper right corn- 
er of the upper left pane will not 
shown plate number. The plate 
number on the upper left pane is 
before the first stamp in the sheet 
at the left side of the sheet. 
Mr. Romier has found several of 
t.ese cracked plate varieties on 
this identical stamp and also some 
without the ccrack indicating that 
the plate was o. k. when it went 
to press and became cracked some 
time during the printing period. 
Those without the crack seem to 
be more scarce than stamps with 
the crack and should be kept with 
the plate number attached = as 
proof of position, 

The crack in the copy before 
me begins about under the “N” 
of INDUSTRY and runs_ over 
across the torch of Liberty to a 
point under the “R”’ of AGRICUL- 
TURE. Other copies may show 
more or less length to this crack.

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‘Another Error On 18-Cenfavo Stamp Of Philippines 


BY PABLO M. ESPIRIDION, MANILA, 
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ENEVER collectors fail to 

explain philatelic affairs, his- 
torical or factual lore may be 
consulted to get a glimpse of 
something akin to philately in a 
nation. A case in point is the 18- 
centavo stamp of the Philippines, 
which stamp is popularly known 
as the PAGSANJAN FALLS. ° 


As collectors are aware, the 


stamp portrays a vignette of the 


Vernal Falls in Yosemite, Califor- 
pia, instead of the so-called Pag- 
sanjan Falls in Laguna, a province 
in Central Luzon. An@ naturally, 
an error. 

Thiss error—we might call it 
the “first error”—was discovered 
by Ernest A. Kehr, present stamp 
editor of the New York Herald- 


qribune while he was trekking in = 


California way back-in 1932. In- 
cidentally, it was that year when 
this stamp was issued by the Bu- 
reau of Posts, Manilla. 

Inherent perhaps to newspaper- 
men that sense of curiosity, Er- 
nest, a newspaperman by his own 
right, discovered the error on this 
stamp through that idiosyncrancy, 
The vignette of the stamp having 
arrested Ernest’s curiosity, on the 
following day of his discovery, he 
reported it to Lowell Thomas (now 
2th Century-Fox News commen- 
tator) who broadcast it in the ra- 
dio. the latter being a conductor of 
a radio broadcast at that time in 
New York City. Thus the broad- 
cast made a wild publicity for 
this stamp, and soon the error was 
published in the philatelic press 
in the U. S. A. And such is a 
brief account of its first error. 

However, this stamp bears the 
label — PAGSANJAN FALLS. 
Again this label is wrong. In the 
Philippines there’s no such Falls 
by the name af Pagsanjam Falls, 
Its real name is MAGDAPIO 
FALLS. It’s one of the scenic 
spots in the province of Laguna, 
and while Pagsanjan is also in La- 
guna, it’s nothing but a town. 

Discovery made by the writer 
on this “second error” was attrib- 
uted to some curiosity. One day

ican newspaper in the Philippines) 
descriptive of the Magdapio Falls, 
he sent an inquiry to the latter as 
to the real name of the Pagsanjan 
Falls. In response, the BULLETIN 
correspondent furnished the writ- 
er the following facts pertinent 


to the so-called PAGSANJAN 
FALLS: 
“As regards your query on 


which is appropriate and correct— 
Magdapio Falls or Pagsanjan 
Falls, I think that I can say with 
a certain degree of certainty that 
the former (Magdapio Falls) is 
correct. I might add that Pagsan- 
jan Falls is improper for the sim- 
ple reason that this scenic spot is 
not a part of Pagsanjan but of the 
municipality of Cavinti, The place 
is popularly known as Pagsanjan 
Falls because in going to the 
place, one has to start from Pag- 
sanjan town and ride on BANCAS 
(small boats).manned by Pagsan- 
jenos. All facilities in going to the 
|Falls are given in Pagsanjan.” 


Many of our readers are fa- 
miliar with the name Pablo M, 
Espiridion and we who know 
him wait patiently with the 
hope that he and his loved 
ones will emerge from their 
forced residence under the 
rule of the Japanese barbari- 
ans.

scription of the Magdapio Falls, 
Luis S. Flores wrote: 


“Laguna is well known for 
its waterfalls—the Magdapio 
Falls being considered one of 
the rarest beauty spots of the 
world. To portray in words 
the grandeur and the glory of 
this magnificent spectacle is 
quite impossible. For it has an 
exquisite fascination that only 
those who behold it for hours 
can perceive.” 


“The Magdapio Falls is ac- 
cessible only by means of 
BANCAS which are manned 
by skilled boatmen. Shooting 
the turbulent rapids of the 
Magdapio River has all the 
thrills that could be wished 
for, The trip to and from the 
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falls is fraught with excite- 
ment—the BANCAS dashing, 
plunging and  zigzagging to 
avoid the stones and boulders 
in the middle of the water- 
course. The falls are more 
than an hour ride from Pag- 
sanjan.” 

“The view along the way 
to the great cataract is mag- 
nificent. Tiny waterfalls tric- 
kle down from unseen sources 
above, their noise mingling 
with the chirpings of the birds 
and the insects hidden behind 
an impenetrable screen of 
green foliage which grow over 
the striated walls of the gorge. 
In some places, nature has 
sculptured the rocks in a man= 
ner forming a variety of fan- 
tastic figures. Almost every- 
where, the high walls are 
fringed with vines, shrubs 
and trees. Two smaller falls 
greet the visitors before they 
reach the famed Magdapio 
Falls, These small cataracts 
are the Talon Talahib (Tala-

Carries Caricatures 


Of Three Axis Heads 


Washington, February 6—For 
the first time in the history of 
this government the United States 
post office department has sanc- 
tioned a letter postage design 
carrying the likeness of the head 
of a foreign government. Not only 
that, but there are the heads of 
three alien enemy governments 
on the postage design in this case, 
They are fairly good likenesses of 
Adolf Schicklgruber, Benito Mus- 
solini and one Hirohito. A Satanic 
imp named “Inflation”’ also is pic- 
tured, pointing at the Axis trio, 
with the admonition, “If You 
Must Squawk, Blame Them—And 
Watch Out For Me!” 

The design is on a metered 
postage emblem developed by J. 
P. Yoder of the Morris Plan 
Bankers association and Charles 
Howell, well known newspaper 
cartoonist and artist. It is in- 
tended by its sponsors, 
the sting out of no fuel, no gas, 
no coffee jitters and to divert

The Offset Issue of 1918-20 has 
give’ us many interesting varie- 
ties and types. Among the better 
known we can mention double 
prints, part-perforates, shifted 
print, a multitude of shades, and 
printed on both sides. However, 
this large group by no means 
completes the picture. 

In studying sevc-al large blocks 
of #529, the 2: Purple stamp of 
this series I have come across a 
very unusual and interesting var- 
iety. As you all probably know, 
at the top of the stamp in quest- 
ion we find the words—U. S. 
POSTAGE—. Several stamps 
were found to have a weaker 
print of this same—U. S. POST- 
AGE—just beneath it’s regular 
spot at the top of the design. 
Thus we have this inscription 
appearing twice, once in the ap- 
propriate place on the stamp and 
regular intensity of print, and 
right beneath it another line, 
quite clear, but of course in a 
lighter and hazy impression, It 
appears as a sort of shadow of 
the regular letters right above 
them, this cannot be a double 
print, for no other portion 0” the 
stamp is similarly affected. The 
explanation for this is unknown to 
me and unlisted in the catalogue. 
Moreover, the fact that it comes 
on adjoining stamps and in var- 
ious separate strips and blocks 








proves that it is no freak or ac- 
c:dental product of stamp produc- 
tion. Possibly, it may be a con- 
stant variety on certain positions 
of one or more plates ve~4 in 
the printing of this particular 
stamp, 

The frequency with which I 
have found them indicates that 
only a little patience on your part 
and you will likewise find exam- 
ples of this phenomena. You can 
find them on used vopies as well 
as mint. I have blocks in which 
as many as three and four of 
these varieties occur in contiguous 
stamps with the surrounding ones 
all perfectly normal, 

To determine the value of this 
item is extremely. hazardous in 
view of the fact that I cannot 
determine the frequency or quan- 
tity in existence. Needless to say 
I am awaiting reade- response to 
this interesting problem in stamp 
research. Who is to be the first 
to find similar varieties? They ave 
around—your problem is to find 
and report them. 

Don’t lose sight of one of the 
fundamental reasons for this 
column, namely, a medium for 
readers to report their finds so 
that they and the few readers 
may share in the analysis of any- 
thing unusual in U. S. philatelic 
material.

There were 178,865 covers cancelled at the Washington, D. C., 
ffice on January 14, First Day of the two-cent United Nations 
ge stamp, At the postoffice and at the Philatelic Agency 
994,120 stamps were sold totaling $17,682.40. What do these figures 
mean? I shall leave unanswered until later when I shall be able 
to add the figures for the First Day of the one-cent Four Free- 





stamp. Although the notice® 
for the First Day of the United 
Nations stamp was short there 
were many beautiful Patriotic 
covers prepared for the event. I 
pave a few of these before me 
now and I would like t6 describe 
them both for First Day and Pa- 
triotie cover collectors, Many of 
these covers are now being sold 
as Patriotic covers, 

Harry Ioor of Indianapolis, as 
ysually, issued a special cover on 
Hammermill Ripple Band enve- 
lope. The cachet in red and blue 
on white paper above a_ large 
globe with people of the United 
Nations, led by Uncle Sam, be- 
low. Wording is simple, “United 
Nations”. This cover has come to 
me from Mr. Ioor, and also from 
§, F. Herget and Lester McFar- 
Jand, Also in red and blue on 
white paper is a cachet from 
“First day Covers”, However as 
this cover Was special issued for 
the “Win the War” stamp by Ed- 
ward F. Jordan, we have little in- 
terest in it at this time. 

From the House of Farnam, 
Inc, of Cleveland, has come an 
engraved cover. The cachet is in 
red to match the stamp. The pic- 
ture is that of a rifle, with bayo- 
net, with two mighty hands hold- 
fng on to it. “Nations United for 
Victory and Peace” is the story 
told on the cover. As usual the 
Farnam cachet is small in size 
and contains the words “First Day 
Cover”, Will this cover like the 
“Win the War” cover be reissued 
without this wording for Patriotic 
cover collectors? The cover is in- 
deed a beautiful one. It came to 
me not only from the House of 
‘Farnam, but also from Albert 
Tully and from Mitchell Stamp 
Co. “On to Victory ‘Let Freedom 
Ring for All’ ” so says the liberty 
\bell on the Fleetwood cover from 
“Firstday Covers”. This cachet 
\like other Fleetwood covers was 
idesigned by L. W. Staehle. 


Frederick B, Fitts Co. with 
|their new “Servicekit” for First 


Day cover collectors, came out 
with a neat looking cachet for the 
First Day of the two-cent United 
Nations stamp. The cover is in 
different shades of blue, and red 
on white paper. This cachet: which. 
shows head and shoulders of fig- 
ures representing the United Na- 
tions was also used and sent to 
me by J. N. Clarkson, Jr. Still in 
red and blue are cachets from 
Winfred M. Grandy. Mr. Grandy 
reused his Patriotic cover (Linn’s 
Weekly Catalog No. 6) which 
shows an eagle with large “V” in 
his claws and wording “All Out 
for Victory I’. Mr. Grandy sent 
two copies, one by first class 
mai land one by airmail (on air- 
mail envelope). 

Artcraft engravings, in blue, as 
always is of “rare beauty.” This 
cover by the Washington Stamp 
Exchange of Newark shows the 
pictures of the leaders of the four 
nations, the United States, Eng- 
land, China and Russia, with the 
wording for each picture’ being 
one of the four freedoms, “Free- 
dom of Speech”, “Freedom of 
Religion”, “Freedom from Want” 
and “Freedom from Fear”, Addi- 
tional wording, “United Nations 
Stamp Victory through Unity” 
makes the cover one that would 
stand out in any collection of co- 
vers, Two copies are in my collec. 
tion, one from the sponsors and 
one from Cullen’s Stamp and Coin 
Co. 

(C. Stephen) Anderson’s Historic 
covers by Athol W. Cliff, carries 
the same general design as all 
other cachets in this series. The 
picture is that of an airplane in 
flight over the sea with a ship, 
in the sea, on fire. The wording 
“The United Nations stamp was 
issued Jan. 14, 1943, to commemo- 
rate the progress and achieve- 
ments of the nations allied with 
the United States and as a tribute 
to their unity in the march to vic- 
tory over the foes of liberty and 
democracy”, indeed makes the 
cover a historic one, The cover 
comes both on plain and on air- 
mail envelopes, As always the 
cachet comes in black ink, in red 
ink, and in blue ink, all on white

The cachet by the Fidelity 
Stamp Co., of Washington, repro- 
duces the picture on the United 
Nations stamp, The _ picture in 
blue has a thin red border, Small 
“FS.” on the cover identifies the 
printer. The cover by H. Grims- 
land, of Chicago, also has the 
sponsors name on the cover in 
small letters. This is a cachet that 
will stand out in any collection. 
The picture in blue is that of a 
“V" wing spread eagle sitting on 
a striped and starred shield from 
which comes the flags of sixteen 
of the United Nations. “United 
Nations United for Victory” is the 
theme of this cachet, Walter T. 
Poppenger’s cachet came in red 
and blue on white and on six dif. 
ferent tint shades of paper. This 
cachet shows a globe with a cross 
with wording on it, “United Na- 
tions” “The Hope of ‘All Human. 
ity’ ”*. This cover has now been 
added to Mr. Poppenger’s Patrio- 
tic’ cover list. 

It is hard to describe the two 
crowded cachet covers printed by 
Edward F, Jordan for the First 
Day of the United Nations stamp. 
One showing the picture as on the 
stamp itself plus torch and flags 








of the United Nations is in red, 
blue and orange colors, The word- 
ing “Nations United Fighting for 
Victory and Liberty” is found on 
this cover. The second cover by 
Jordan pictures a torch burning 
on a stone below which is burning 
chains, and thereby breaking the 
chains of Japan and Germany. 
The flags of the United States, 
China, England and Russia. are 
also shown. Wording is “The Unit- 
ed Nations Fighting for Liberty 
and Peace on Earth.” 

“Philatelic Post Card” is print-

WASHINGTON STAMP NEWS. 
IS LIKE OLD SHELL GAME 





(Continued from Page 1) 





under any of the shells. Don’t try 
to fool us, give us facts up to date 
and save yourself as well as us the 
“Disturbed” feeling that one cor- 
respondent reports. 


In our issue of the 18th Febru- 
ary we “stuck our necks out” 
and made a prediction with refer- 
ence to the fifty year precedent 
that Phil War said would be bro- 
ken by the P. O, D, Phil very well 
observes the niceties of news in- 
formation and held his tongue 
while New York Newspapers 
printed the supposedly confiden- 
tial information. Phil did refer 
however to a fifty year precedent 
and based on that we made a 
guess and while we did refer to 
the fact that one of the fifty year 
precedents might be the produc- 
tion of these new stamps by the 
Bank Note Company, we were in- 
clined to believe that the prece- 
dent that would be Lroken would 
be a set of stamps running into 
high value, such as the Colum- 
biar, for such a set would net the 
P. O. BD. a nice sum of money and 
would help siphon off a lot of 
surplus cash from the stamp col- 
lector and that is what the Goc- 
ernment has been trying to do to 
all of us. 

Now however, the New York 
Times in its issue of February 28 
makes the statement that these 
new stamps will be printed by the 
American Bank Note Company 
and we can best give you other 
information from the Times by 
reprinting the column by Mr. Kent 
B, Stiles. 

From The Times 

“While no formal announcement 
has been made at Washington, it 
is known that the Postoffice De- 
partment is planning a series of 
stamps which will symbolize the 
future of nine now-subjugated 
European countries after the vic- 
tory of the United Nations over 
the Axis powers. Vignettes and 
inscriptions will proclaim the re- 
birth of freedom for Belgium, 
Czechoslovakia, France, Greece, 
Luxembourg, Netherlands, Nor- 
way, Poland and Yugoslavia. If 
the full program under considera- 
tion is carried out, each of these 
countries will be remembered with 
a stamp.” 

“The Postoffice Department has 
a formidable number of designs 
from which to make nine selec- 
tions. Some of them were prepar- 
ed at the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing; others are products of 
the American Bank Note Com- 
pany. A third group of twenty- 
three drawings is the work of 
leading American artists and the 
designs were placed before the 
Postoffice Department by Francis 
Brennan, chief of the graphics 
division of the Office of War In- 
formation, 

It is expected that the depart- 
ment will choose the finest sub- 
mitted by these three sources and 
send them to President Roosevelt 
to decide which ones he wants for 
the stamps.” 

May Be Multi-Colored 
“Plans call for some or all of 
these special issues to be printed 
in two or more colors, with the 
flags of the nine countries repro- 
duced in the natural hues, The 
American Bank Note Company, 
which will be called upon to print 
the series since the Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing is over- 
whelmed with war work, has long 
been printing postai paper for 
various foreign nations and is 
experienced in making multi-col- 
ored stamps by a process of its 
own. Incidentally, this will be the 
first time in about fifty years that 
United States stamps have been 
made elsewhere than at the Bur- 
eau of Engraving and Printing.” 
“The designs submitted to 
Wasnington by the Bank Note firm 
are in the large size of Ecuador’s 
1938 multi-colored series com- 
memorating the United States 
Constitution, but it is understood 
that postal officials are not in 
favor of making the stamps lar- 
ger than the normal horizontally 
and vertically arranged commem- 
oratives which were so numberous 
when James A. Farley was Post- 
master General.” 

“No indication has been given 
as to the denomination but it will 
not. surprise collectors if each is 


monly in use, although possibly 

there will be some five-centers to 

meet the rate for foreign postage.” 
Volunteer Artists’ Designs 

“The twenty-three designs pre- 
pared by the volunteer artists— 
including some of the illustrators 
who made drawings as sugestions 
for the “United Nations” two-cent 
and “Four Freedoms” one-cent 
recently released—were turned 
over to the Office of War Infor- 
mation by Paul F, Berdanier, the 
group’s chairman. Contributing to 
the effort, in addition to Mr, Ber- 
danier, are Leon Helguera, whose 
design was selected for the “Unit- 
ed Nations” two cent; Paul Man- 
ship, whose bit of sculpture illus- 
trates the “Four Freedoms” one- 
cent; Hugo Steiner-Prag, who de- 
signed numerous stamps for Cze- 
choslovakia when he was an ar- 
tist- there; and Gordon Aymer, 
Warren Chappell, Stanley Crane, 
Joseph Cisar, W. A. Dwiggins, 
Alexander Kahn, George Kane- 
lous, Victor Keppler, Sam Marsh, 
Paul Shively, Edward M. Weeks 
and Edward A. Wilson. The artists 
represent the American Institute 
of Graphic Arts, Art Directors 
club, Artists Guild, Society of 
American Etchers, Society of Il- 
lustrators, Society of Medalists 
and the Typophiles, all of which 
have committees cooperating with 
the OWI on various graphics pro- 
jects.” 

“On behalf of the artists’ group, 
Mr. Berdanier has_ suggested to 
Washington that the master en- 
graving should be printed in black 
or that the color chosen for each 
stamp be used as a tint block un- 
der black impression, in order to 
make the finished design show up 
more effectively.” 

Suggested Inscriptions 

“The artists’ sketches are their 
individual conceptions of the kind 
of stamps that should be issued by 
a great nation paying postal trib- 
ute to the smaller countries in 
whose behalf it is fighting for 
world freedom. The inscriptions 
include “Victory Will Be Ours,” 
“Czechoslovakia Shall Rise A- 
gain,” “Free Norway,” “Long Live 
Poland,” “We Won’t Forget,” “Sa- 
lute to the Netherlands,” “For 
Freedom and Victory” ond “For 
the Rebirth of Freedom.” 

“The designs are corollary in 
spirit. One presents, on behalf of 
Czechoslovakia, a cross of thorns, 
signifying immortality and mar- 
tyrdom, and crossed swords, stars 
and laurel woven into a beautiful 
pattern. Another drawing em- 
ploys the story of the phoenix ris- 
ing from the ashes. A third por- 
trays Joan of Arc, to suggest that 


a crushed nation can rise and 
fight. Another pictures a hand 
breaking through the chain of 


slavery and seeking to grasp a 
flag. In several of the designs the 
“VY. symbol is prominent.” 

Certainly there is no need for 
secrecy about any of this informa- 
tion and a frank statement week- 
ly by the Post Office Department 
would be a very happy way in 
which to cater to the stamp col- 
lecting public.
